Be\  .  tiie  Bishops,  to 
coniine  mv  labors  to  the  Diocess  of  Ohio,  1  have 
had  no  inclination,  nor  ability  to  exceed  my  owa 
limits. 

But  dear  siv,  if  I  might  be  permitted  to  state 
mv  own  nniid,  without  being  confined  to  the 
(jUe.stions  yii.i  propose,  it  would  be,  that  the  so- 
c.etv  in  the  lirnt  outset  a])poiut  some  one  or  more 
irns-,;oi)aries  for  each  st.ite,  and  territory  ,  w  ithuut 
anv  ecehesiastical  autlujrity,  and  send  them  fortii 
as  Evangelists  to  preach  repentance  unto  sin- 
ncr.s,  and  to  gather  together  the  outcasts  of  Is- 
tael.  In  fulfdliiig  this  duty  they  would  be  able 
to  obtain  more  information  on  the  several  points 
cm!  )i'aced  in  your  letter,  than  the  society  could 
anv  otlierwise  obtain.  To allenipt  locations  in  the 
present  state  of  t.ie  society’s  information  w  ould  be 
dillicult  if  not  haz.U'dous.  But  the  characters  to 
be  chosen  for  tills  pur])ose,  and  this  important 
w  ork,  must  be  of  good  natural  constitution — 
good  abilities,  unquestionable  piety,  and  great 
prudence. 

A  new  and  interesting  missionary  station  ha» 
lately  presented  itself  to  the  attention  of  tlie  com¬ 
mittee,  among  tiu-  nations  residing  in  the'l'en  itory 
of  ''licli’gan,  has  been  received  from  Mr.  Elcu.-er 
AVilhams,  at  present  residing  among  them — dated 
(h'ei  n  Bav,  Miciiigan  Territoiy,  December  2, 
1822  ;  in  wliicn  he  asks  the  aid  of  this  society.
